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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art shows or suggests applicant's resilient plug 40 attached to an injection port 
socket and comprising the cylindrical neck with top end and bottom, the eccentric cavity 
formed in the neck, the tapered flange integrally formed with and extending upward from 
the top end of the neck, wherein the tapered flange is larger than the neck, and the 
bottom tube formed integrally with and extending downward from the bottom of the neck 
and mounted on the protrusion in the injection port socket, including the annular 
constriction, multiple through holes and annular shoulder, in combination with the cap 
having the claimed features and the injection port socket having the protrusion with a 
top and a second internal passage and extending from the center of a bottom plane of 
the injection socket. Werschmidt '816 discloses a bi-direction valve with similar external 
dimensions and which deforms to allow flow (figure 5) however, there is no suggestion 
of providing eccentric cavity 43, holes 45, or protrusion 35, or the features of the cap 
and connector. Wyatt 706 discloses an apparatus for an infusion device having a plug 
27 somewhat similar in appearance to applicant's, again, however, there is no 
suggestion of the holes 45 or any of the specific cap or connector features claimed. 
The remaining prior art is even less relevant.
